D. News) 
had an wnnsual experionce with his houso 
boy on New Year's Evo, He had found 
fault with tho negligence of his office coolie 


rather insolent in his manner and language, 
Mr Morris told him ho must leave. After 
a fow friends who had taken -broakfast with 
Mr Morris had left, he told the buy tu bring 
his accounts for settlement and he caine in 
abuut half an hour, having evidently waited 
till they had tho house to themselves. And 
it is evident from his conduct afterwards, 
that the suvage attack he made on Mr 
Morris was vot a sudden impulse. His 
Lmaster, sitting at his office desk, objected 
ty ono or tivo stall items—for mops—tell- 
ingthe boy he should have gone to an 
English store fur them, ashe had often 
been told to do. - The boy aed a filthy ex- 
preasion, which is rather common among 
the lower class of Chinese, and told his 
master to go for the mops himself, Mr.

alsv, When closed with, tha man en- 
deavonred to break*Mr Morris's back by 
ptessing hinn against the table, and during 
this part of the prvceedinga tho latter re- 
ceived considerable injuries about the bedy 
and was bitien on the hands. After some 
minutea Mr Morris suooceded in giving the 
boy tha ‘Ovruish buttock fall’ and threw 
him heavily, when the fellow wos done 
with. Taking the Cantonese by the quouo 
Mr Morris summoned a coolie to bring the 
yolice, but the man refused to do so, On 
the housv-boy being taken to the Polico 
Oftice, the Olficer who wag there said: he 
did not sce what be could do in tho matter, 
as there wis only Mr Morris's word againat 
that of tlo survant, But wo are glad to 
hear that ELB.M, Consul General has 
been in communication with the Polica, in 
consequence of which the Cantonese will be
